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(57) Abstract: The fluency of a spoken utterance or passage 
is measure and presented to the speaker and to others. In one 

embodiment, a method is described that includes recording a 
spoken utterance, evaluating the spoken utterance for accu- 
racy, evaluating the spoken utterance for duration, and assign- 
ing a score to the spoken utterance based on the accuracy and 
the duration. 
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
